R. Burn’s study is as straightforward 
as a study of this particularly dark 
periód can be. “The difficulties in his way 
are many; some of them he has overcome, 
but here and: there the. progress of his 
reconstruction shows gaps. To attempt a 
co-ordination of the diverse activities of 
the crowded centuries that lie between the 
sack of Cnossus and the Homeric epoch 
is a task for which the time has not yet 
arrived, and it is high praise that Mr. 
Burn has been able to weave the scattered 
threads: mto a pattern showing few 
obvious gaps. 

On the whole, the work is tolerably 
readable—far more so than the subject 
might have led one to expect. Mr. Burn 
has a sense of history that stands him in 
goód stead, and sufficient sense of scholar- 
ship to keep him from flying into fantasy. 
Whether the book will prove of positive 
value or not is another matter. Mani- 
festly it is not for the general reader—

St. Kilda’s “ Cold.” 


Now that the St. Kildans are settled n 
their new homes it will be interesting te 
watch how they react to modern Scottish 
civilisation, particularly to the diseases 
from which they have been hitherto 
immune. When they lived on their lonely 
isle a cold regularly attacked the whole 
population of the island with the arrival 
of some stranze boat from the microbe- 
laden mainland. This “ boat-cold ” was 
dreaded by the St. Kildans as an in- 
fliction inevitably forced upon them by 
the intrusions of strangers from the out- 
side world. The constant recurrence cf 
the complaint on these occasions, and on 
these alone, scems to prove that, if they 
could have lived in complete isolation, the 
islanders would never suffer from the 
common ‘‘ cold.”

A unanimous replv has been received by 
the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce to a questionnaire which was 
sent recently to its members.

of its inquiries the Association is 


convinced of the urgent need for 1 


complete review and overhaul of all 


taxation. Since the War expenditure 
has outstripped income in an alarming 
manner, It is true that Britain had 
no infiation crises such as those which

convulsed the continental countries.

not being aware of this fact. Regarding the 
two lists of composers given by Mr, Quirk, 
as I do not claim to be a musical critic, I 
regret [ cannot enter into his argument, but 
[ can truthfully say that I have listened with 
extreme pleasure to performances of numerous 
works by all the composers named, and in my 
humble opinion there are works. bv all of 
them that are quite worthy of performance 
by this Society. The music selected for per- 
formance by this Society is carefully chosen 
by a special committee, and it is reasonable 
to suppose that their decisions may be in- 
fluenced by a demand backed by a definite 
body of our season t:cket-holders. 

As we have no endowments guarantors,

THE CROWN CASE. 

Opening the case for the Crown, the 
Public Prosecutor narrated the story of 
the outrage, and also how Sen Gupta and 
Majumdar were chased.

The curtain rose last Friday with the 
stroke competition and fell with Michael 
Crowley's taking 73 calls.

It was 
from this self-same patch of- “ rose; "” that 
Compston reached the green in the Open 
Championship last vear, but nothing short 
of dynamite would have propelled the hall 
to the green from the place where Martin found 
himself. He dug it out, hit a glorious wooden 
club shot to within four feet of the pin, and 
so halved a most exciting match.
